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Good Road 
MACADAM ROADS. 


In the construction of a Macadam 
road the experience of a century has 
warranted modern road-builders in de- 
yarting somewhat from the rules which 
Macadam believed to be imperative; 
but in its prominent features the Mac- 
adam read, properly so called, is to-day 
not unlike that built by its original 
maker. ‘The first Consideration to be 
looked after in the construction of a 
Macadam road is the probable traflic, 
and consequent wear and tear, to which 
the road will be subjected. Macadam 
roads are by no means the best in loca- 
tions where heavy traflic is to be pre- 
vided for, and are generally inferior to 
the Telford for reasons which may pres- 
ently appear. But Macadam roads, 
when made with care, are infinitely 
superior to the ordinary dirt roads, and 
are most excellently adapted to subur- 
ban localities where the travel is not too 
heavy, and where the earth bottom can 
be made firm and compact. It is not 
uncommon in some of our States to 
find the idea prevalent with town au- 
thorities that the purchase of a stone- 
crusher, and the turning out of a large 
mass or broken stone which can be 
dumped in irregular quantities along 
the length of a country road, to be ley- 
eled and worn down by passing traffic, 
will result in the formation of a Mac- 
adam road, and such a process is some- 
times miscalled macadamizing. To say 
nothing of the false economy generally 
entailed by_such-a-process;—it-may~be 
asserted to be not wholly unlike the 
the method of road improvement which 
Macadam instituted, but it is-in direct 
violation of the principles upon which 
he most strongly insisted. 

The evil results of this shiftless and 
unsystematic use of broken stone may 
not only be seen in the long and toil- 
some process of rolling this material 
into passable shape by the wheels. of 
wagon traffic, but it involves questions 
of economy in the use of material, and 
in the permanency of the road itself, 
which ought to be considered. ; 
In the first place, the loose, open text- 
ure of the superstructure readily ad- 
mits the water of rain and melting 
snow, and this water, passing quickly 
through the sieve-like material, still 
further softens the earth beneath. 
Then the weight of the stones them- 
selves, added to that of heavy wagons 
which pass over the road, serves to 
press the loose, angular stones down 
into the soft earth beneath, while the 
dirt itself seems to permeate the body 
of the stone, and eventually to find its 
way to the surface, where it forms into 
puddles and hastens the disintegration 
of the entire structure. In this condi- 
tion the passing of loaded wagons for a 
considerable time results 1n the disap- 
pearance of the Macadam stone into the 
soft dirt, and in such cases it too often 
happens that the remedy attempted 
results in the adding ef new material 
in the same neglected and slovenly way 
as marked the putting down of the first. 
The writer feels confident in. saying 
that he can point out sections of Mac- 
adam highways in the United States 
where, by the process just described, 
enough stone has been sunk into the 
earth foundations of the roadbed to 
serve in the building of six times the 
same length of excellent Macadam 
road. 

In the proper construction of a Mac- 
adam road, then, rolling of the earth 
foundation is of prime importance, and 
it is essential also to give to the earth 
foundation a cross-section having a 
convex form, so as to quicken its drain- 
ing qualities. The necessity for this 
rolling process may easily be gathered 
from what has been here written under 
the head of dirt roads, and the same 
reasons which have been urged in favor 
of rolling the earth foundation are 
found to existin rolling the layers or 
courses of the Macadam superstructure, 
This superstructure is principally of 
broken stone, hard rock such as flint, 
granite, and the better qualities of lime- 
stone being in all cases preferred. In 
regard to size, the largest admissable 
stone should be small enough to pass 
through a ring two and one-half inches 
in diameter, though Macadam himself 
specifies that the largest stone in this 
road sheuld be determined by weight, 
and seemed to prefer a somewhat 
smaller stone as the maximum to be 
used. Theoretically, the stones of the 
Macadam road should be as nearly 
cubical in shape as possible. 

In a Macadamaroad the thickness of 
the road covering need netin any case 
exceed nine or ten inches when com- 
pleted, and in many locations, where 
the road has been subjected only to 
light traffic, even six inches have been 
found sufficient. Stone roads some- 
what resembling the Macadam in form, 
and having a thickness of only six 
inches, are by no means uncommon in 
France, and have been successfully 
used in some of our New England 
States. Macadam mentions one case in 
which he declares that the road had 
been allowed to wear down to a thick- 
ness of only three inches, and that 
‘this was found sufficient to prevent 
the water from penetrating, and thus 
escape any injury from frost.’’? It thus 
appears, as it will appear in all cases, 
that. the efficiency of the Macadam 
road, beyond a certain limit, does not 
depend so much upon the amount of 
material used in its construction as 
upon the manner in which the material 
is applied. . 

Drainage of Macadam reads, as of all 
roads, must be provided for, and the 
question of drainage admits of such 
extended scope in its treatment that it 
can be attempted here only in the brief- 
est way. Suitable side-ditches should 
in all cases be provided, and centre 
and ~cross-drains~may—profitably~ be 
added wherever heavy water-holding 
clays and similar soils present the same 
conditions as have been referred to in 
recommending drainage ef ordinary 
dirt roads, But some of the objections 
and dangers of open side-ditching have 
already been pointed out, and in the 
construction of Macadam and Telford 
roads it is infinitely better to avoid 
their use as much as possible. This 
can be done in many situations by sub- 
stituting covered drains upon each side 
of the roadway; and these covered 
drains may be made in a variety of 
ways, depending for their cheapness 
and ease of construction upon the 
materials most conveniently at hand, 


and upon the ingenuity of the road- 


maker. 

As these side-drains are generally 
located at about the lowest point in the 
cross-section of the finished roadway, 
the covering layer of the drain uke | 
be given a concave or gutter-shaped 
section, so as to hold the water which 
runs-off from the roadway and to carry 
it along in the line of the surface grade, 
depositing in adjacent culverts — or 
watercourses such portions of the sur- 
face-water as fail to become absorbed 
by the porous material of the side- 
drains. Whenever it appears that nat- 
ural waterways, culverts, or other arti- 
ficial outlets occur at frequent intervals 
along the roadway, the expense of side- 
ditches and drains may be entirely 
saved by simply forming a concave- 
paved gutter, along which the surface- 

yater'may be carried by a proper grade 
to the nearest outlet; but in this form 
of construction it 1s essential that the 
earth foundation be properly shaped 
and rolled hard before the Macadam 
material is put on, and that the latter 
should be finished with great compact- 
ness, sO ak to resist the introduction of 
water, and the consequent softening 
of the earth foundation which is likely 
to follow. 

After the road bed has been properly 
excavated, the drainage provided for, 
and the earth foundation preperly 
rolled and shaped, a layer of broken 
stone from four to six inches in thick- 
ness, and never exceeding the latter 
figure, should be spread evenly upon 
the-surface—ofthe—earth_foundation, 
and rolled until it has become thor- 
oughly compact. In this process of 
rolling, a sharp, clean binding material 
in moderate quantities may be added to 
advantage, but on no account should 
loam, dirt, or other soft material be 
used, since these soon turn to mud by 
the addition of water. 
layer is thoroughly consolidated, the 
second layer may be added, being 
spread evenly and smoothly over the 
surface of the finished course, and in 
its turn rolled until firmly compacted. 
In rolling these Macadam layers into a 
compact form, it is frequently found 
best to sprinkle the surface with water, 
as is recommended elsewhere in the 
construction of Telford roads. After 
the completion of the second course oJ 
macadam,a top or finishing layer of 
clean gravel or fine stone chips not ex- 
ceeding two inches in depth should be 
spread evenly over the whole surface 
and thoroughly consolidated by rolling. 
For this top layer perhaps nothing is 
better than the fine chips and gritty 
material which may be found in every 
quarry where the breaking ef stone is 
carried on, and if this cannot be other- 
wise obtained, it may be broken from 
the larger stones by a crusher specially 
adjusted for that purpose.—Isaac B. 
Potter, in April Century. 


A Return to Boots. 

‘‘Mark my prediction,’’ remarked a 
shoe drummer, ‘‘that within a couple 
of years all the swells in town will be 
wearing boots again as they did a few 
years ago. I have received more or- 
ders for fine boots within the last 
month than I filled last year. I’m glad 
to see the indications of a return to the 
long-legged foot wear, too. Personally, 
I believe it isa sensible movement, as 
boots afford better protection in cold 
and wet weather. Overgaiters partly 
supply the needed warmth, but they do 
not entirely fill the bill. Nothing looks 
neater on the masculine foot than a 
well made and well fitted fine boot, It 
looks odd now because it is so rarely 
seen, but when fashion brings it into 
general use again, the boot will bea 
favorite and the shoe will become an 
exception which attracts attention by 
its oddity. Many of the most promi- 
nent men in the country have refused 
to discard boots and adopt shees, and 
the leather merchants will have an op- 
portunity to sell more leather.—Ev. 


The word ‘Dollar.’ 


Few persons, says the SaFruncisco 
Chronicle, have ever troubled them- 
selves to think of the derivation of the 
word. It is from the German thal 
(valley), and came into use in this way 
some three hundred years ago. There 
is a little silver mining city or district 
in northern Bohemia called, Joachim- 
stal, or Joachim’s Valley. The reign- 
ing Duke of the region authorized this 
city in the sixteenth century to coin a 
silver piece which was called ‘joa- 
chim’s thaler.’’ The word ‘‘joachim”’ 
was seon dropped arid the name 
‘“thaler’? only retained. The piece 
went into general use in Germany and 
also in Denmark, where the orthog- 
raphy was changed to ‘‘daler,’”? whence 
it came into English, and was adopted 
by our forefathers with some changes 
in the spelling.

Of course no taxpayer would 
pay a dollar when he could come and 
make mud pies on the road all day and 
visit and gossip with the neighbors and 
save his dollar too. The result seemed | 
to be that the work done was misdirec- 


ted and generally an injury ,to the road, | 
With all duerespect to the farmer, I§ will | 
state right here that he does not know | 


how to make roads. An all wise Provi- 


dence never intended that he should | 


know. The professional road builder, 
with the money used by ignorant sap- 
heads. and self-made boat architects, 
would in a few years make roads in the 
United States over which two or three 
times the present sized load could be 
drawn, and the dumb beasts of the re- 
public would rise up and call us_ blessed 
for doing it. 

_But things are looking brighter all the 
time. Even North Carolina is beginning 
to wake up. Asheville has sold her 
street bonds, and Buncombe county fully 
realizes that good highways will make it 
a paradise, while poor ones will scare 
away everything but buzzards. 


“Oh such a pretty sight as there is 
down in the new road these wet nights!” 
continued Brownie. ‘‘The rains have 
made the nicest little pond this side of 
the river on Main St. and every night the 
street car people illuminate it and bring 
crowds over from. Lawrence to see the 
“Modern Venice” as they advertise.’ 
But that’s just been newly built we said 
and it can’t be so that water catches 
there? Oh yes it does, the rvad builder 
left it that way purposely, because the 
Street car folks wanted a pond in Ando- 
ver for an attraction.”

Governor Campbell has received some 
mews from friends which has caused a 
flurry among his political friends here. 
There was a hurried conference of his con- 
fidential advisers,to whom he confided his 
telegram, and asked their advice, It was 
decided that the situation in the east, re- 
garding the Democratic party nomina- 
tion, was such as to make it advisable for 
the ex-governor to be on hand to look after 
his inuterests,and he will probubly leave for 
New York today, or as soon as he ean ar- 
range his business interests to be absent. 

It is understood that the ex-governor 
has been informed that Mr. Cleveland has 
become convinced that it will be impossi- 
ble for either Hill or himself to carry New 
York andthat a new candidate must be 
gelected, and that he had determined to 
write a letter to this effect and it will 
shortly appear. In that letter he will dis- 
creetly allude to the troubles of the New 
York Democracy and gracefully withdraw 
from the race, but in doing so will place 
the tariff question right at the front in the 
issues of the day, and deprecate the dis- 
cussion of the silver question at this time. 

No reference tothe candidate will be 
made in the letter, but it is understood 
that Mr. Cleveland will quietly throw all 
his influence to ex-Governor Campbell, 
whom he admires alike for his personal 
qualities and political opinions. 


WILL BLAINE ACCEPT? 


doe Manley Says “No’’ but His Statement 
is Said to Be Unauthorized. 


WASHINGTON, May 12.—A leading New 
England Republican representative, who 
is both friend of Mr. Harrison and Secre- 
tary Blaine,said that ifthe president failed 
wri the renomination, he might attri- 
bnte it. in some measure to ill-advised ut- 
terances of his intimate friends, and 
especially the silly remarks of his son 
Russell, who has repeatedly stated that 
Blaine is suffering with paresis and is a 
mental wreck. The close friends of Blaine 
have discussed this matter, and say that 
the secretary might feel called upon to re- 
gent the ill-advised comments of those 
who profess to speak for the president. 

Postmaster Manley of Maine, who has 
always been regarded as one of Blaine’s 
most ardent admirers, appears to have 
joined the Harrison contingent. He has 
been here for some days and has repeat- 
edly stated to friends here that Blaine 
would not under any circumstances ac- 
eept the nomination, and would decline if 
it were offered him. Blaine intimated 
very clearly to a friend yesterday that 
Manley had no authority for such a state- 
ment. The secretary shows by his man- 
ner that the constant use of his name by 
irresponsibie parties is very annoying to 
him.

Boston, May 12.—James Lavery of 2% 
Lexington street, East Boston, yesterday 


| afternoon took George Moore, the colored 


steward of Alderman Sullivap’s schooner, 
Star of the East, to his house, and when 
Moore refused to comply with his peremp- 
tory demand for his money, shot him— 
probably fatally. That is Moore’s version 
of the affair, and that he was shot there 
can be no doubt, as he is now at the city 
hospital, with four bulletsin his body 

Lavery disappeared just after the shots 
were fired. 

According to Moore’s story, the affair 
was a particularly high-handed attempt at 
robbery. He says that he met young 
Lavery around the docks yesterday, and 
that they had some drinks together. The 
young fellow then invited his com- 
panion to _ his home, where a 
“growler’’ was produced. After drinking 
the beer, Moore says that he lay down on 
the bed, and that young Lavery then de- 
manded his money, knowing that he had 
been paid off that morning. 

Moore refused to give it up—although he 
asserts that the demand was reinforced by 
the exhibition of a cocked revolver, and a 
threat to blow him off the face of the 
earth unless he complied. He grappled 
with the lad, and the two had a lively 
scuffle, in the course of which he was 
shot in the back of the neck, the bullet 
passing clean through and coining out of 
his chin, breaking his jawbone. He fell, 
and he siys Lavery then fired three shots 
at him, and left the room, 

The fugitive is 20 years old, 5 feet 6 
inches in height, weighs about 125 pounds, 
and was dressed in a black cheviot suit, 
with a dark -derby-hat.. He seems to have 
been the black sheep of his family, as the 
rest of his kindred are highly respectable 
people and bear excellent reputations, 


HAS A BAD RECORD, 


Capture of Godfrey, Who Robbed the 
Town Teuasurer of Limington, Me, 


PORTLAND, Me., May 9.—The Press today 
publishes a long special of more than local 
interest, It says: Saturday evening Dep- 
uty Sheriff Plummer, assisted by Detec- 
tive Newbegin of Boston, eompleted one 
of the most interesting and brilliant 
pieces of detective work done in this part 
of the country for a long time. They 
arrested Benjamin Clark Godfrey of Lim- 
ington, charged with robbing town treasu- 
rer Strout of Limington, who on the even- 
ing of Dec. 2 last was assaulted at the 
door of his own barn, knocked senseless 
with a club and robbed of his pocketbook, 
containing over $250 in cash and checks 
and other valuable papers. 

Godfrey is 4 desperate fellow, and al- 
though only 27 years old has already 
killed his man and “done time’’ in the 
state prison at Concord, N. H. It is his 
boast that he will shoot any man who 
draws a weapon on him, and he is very 
proud of his ‘‘quickness at the trigger.’ 
But Saturday mght he was entirely un- 
prepared, and Deputy Sheriff Plummer 
and Officer Stevens of the Portland police, 
who had been called to assist, had him by 
the arms and handcuffed before he really 
apprehended what was going on, 

He was taken to the jail and is now 
lodged there. If convicted of the assault 
upon Strout, his sentence might be for 
life. 


COUNTERFEITERS HELD, 


Their Scheme Was the Greatest Oper- 
uted in New England for Years. 


Boston, May 12.—John F. Richards, 
alias John F. Barry, and Edward Mullen, 
alias William Sweeny, two young men ar- 
rested in the Charlestowfi district last 
Saturday evening for passing spurious 
money, were brought before Commis- 
sioner Hallett for examination. Hon, E. 
J. Jenkins appeared as counsel for the pris- 
oners, District Attorney Allen told the 
commissioner that he would endeavor to 
show that the defendants were part of a 
gang who were working the greatest 
scheme for passing counterfeit money that 
had been operated in New England for 
years. ‘I'here were complaints enough al- 
ready against these men, if they were 
found guilty, to sentence them for the re- 
mainder of their natural lives. In con- 
clusion he asked that bail be fixed at $20,- 
000. 

Mr. Jenkins objected to this and sug- 
gested that $5000 would be sufficient to in- 
sure his attendance. Commissioner Hal- 
lett fixed Mullen’s bail at $90000n each 
specific complaint. As to Richards, he 
thought he would not admit him to bail 
in any case, as the state authorities would 
arrest him immediately on other serious 
charges. The men were then held for their 
appearance before the United States cir- 
cuit court, jury term, May 15 next.
